H We said to ourselves, “The money 
we are sending to Uncle Sam is 
going to pay for a very small 
piece of it,” we concluded. 

Some engineers have told us 
the dam could just as well have 
been placed a few hundred yards 
further up in the canyon. The 
higher site would have made un- 
i necessary the expensive reloca- 
| tion of City of Upland and San 
Antonio Water Co. reservoirs and 
pipe lines, relocation of the Los 
Angeles Light and Power depart- 
ment towers and the purchase of 

»SO much land. 

Such a move would have cost 
us less and thus a portion of our 
£1953 income tax bill could have 
gone for other purposes. 

In any event, we are “vetting 
ythe dam” at-the spot. where. it 
will take a mile of rock, dirt and 
Hconcrete to close up the canyon 
and where it will have a total 
cost of about $8,000,000. Pur- 
pose of the. dam is to protect 
lives and property that would 
otherwise be destroyed in case 
of flood-producing rains. It will 
also, result in the saving for the 
‘underground basin every drop of 
water that falls into the moun- 
tains within the canyon drain- 
age area. 


It will serve a ‘noble purpose 


and for that we are very very 
thankful,

Five persons may serve on the 
Upland board of education, instead 
of three, if voters in the Upland 
district give their approval to in- 
crease the membership at. the 
May 21 annual school election. 

Size of the board will be one 
of the questions on the ballot. 
Also on the ballot will be names 
of candidates for the “additional” 
places. 

Term of Mrs. Raymond O. Kay, 
incumbent, for the regular term 
expires and she will be a candi- 
date for reelection, 

FOR ADDITIONAL POSTS 

In case the size of the board 
is increased to five, two candi- 
dates are in the running for the 
“additional” places, these being 
Jarvis J. Leman and Mrs. Dean 
Engle. Other candidates may file. 

A new state law provides for 
an optional increase in the board 
membership when the average 
daily attendance in a Qistrict is 
‘at least 300 pupils. 

Rather than arbitrarily increase 
the membership, the three pres- 
ent board members have chosen 
to let the public decide. If they 
choose to increase the size of 
the administrative group, the vo- 
ters at the same time may also 
choose the additional members. 

Other board members are Allan 
S. Barr, president, and Dr. John 
Skewis. 

NEW LEGISLATION 

Since the legislature adopted 
the law permitting increase in the 
board membership, various school 
districts have acted to provide 
on opportunity for more persons 
to serve on the educational body, 

Candidate have until April 21 
for filing their declarations. Mrs. 
Kay, who is wife of an executive 
at the Kaiser hospital and Perma- 
nente foundation, resides at 2466 
Mountain drive. She was. first 
appointed to fill a vacancy on the 
board and was reelected in 1951 

On condition the voters give a 
majority to the board membership 
increase, the two top candidates 
for the “additional: positions will 
be elected.

Construction of a huge concrete 
channel 25 feet wide, 15 feet deep 
and at least 15 miles in length 
is scheduled for an early date by 
the U. S. army corps of engineers. 

The channel will be built from 


the San Antonio canyon dam 
south to Prado dam as an outlet 
in case floods produce water in 


excess of the local dam’s*capacity.

the channel will be in Los An- 


geles county and will not affect

Big Business Development Awaits 
Action from Slow-Moving P. E. 


Lack of normal speed in action on 
the part of the Pacific Electric Railway Co. of- 
ficials is causing unnecessary delay in the con- 
clusion of a major business development pro- 
ject in Upland. 

Extension of C street from Third avenue to 
‘Campus avenue cannot be started until sale is 
conchided to the city of several small parcels 
of land by the Pacific Electric. The parcels are 
needed as part of the right-of-way for the street 
extension. All legal details have been com- 
pleted, agreement has been reached on the 
price, and for many, many weeks the city has 
been waiting to get the proper signatures, ac- 
cording to City Attorney Henry M. Busch. 

For many years Uplanders have been look- 
ing to the time when extension of C street 
would be realized. Carl M. Buck bought the 
city’s business property on Third avenue south 
of the Pacific Electric tracks last summer. As 
part of the transaction, Mr. Buck is obligated 
| to extend C street. He has a 90-day time limit 
for the street improvement after the escrow is 
completed. The escrow cannot be completed 
until the Pacific Electric management signs the 
proper documents. 

Mr. Buck is ready to complete the transac- 
tion and is eager to extend the street immedi- 
ately. 

And time, passes while the slow machinery 
‘ of the big railway corporation chugs on. 

The Upland News inquired last week of the 
Pacific Electric general manager for an explan- 
ation of the delay. 

Present status of the proposal is this: the 
general managers’s office is to prepare a “pre- 
sentation” to the board of directors. 

“When will this be done?” was the ques- 
tion. 

The answer: “Just as soon as possible.” 

More than nine months has passed since 
the negotiations were first started. The city is 
awaiting action. Mr. Buck is ready to give 
the community the new business street. 

And we are waiting . .. waiting on the P.E. 


Take TVA Off Back of Taxpayers 


The Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States has made a study of the Tennessee Val- 
ley Authority. It finds that TVA’s revenues 
from selling below-cost electric power are in- 
sufficient to return the taxpayer's investment, 
and that over the years TVA has been subsidiz- 
ed to the tune of hundreds of millions. It then 
suggests a number of steps that should be 
taken to put TVA on a business basis. 

1. TVA power should be financed through 
the sale of revenue bonds, or by temporary 
borrowings from the Treasury at current inter- 
est rates, thus eliminating direct appropria- 
tions by Congress for power operations. 

2. TVA should continue to make payments 
on funds borrowed for its power investment 
until the debt is liquidated. 

3. TVA should pay interest on the unamor- 
tized portion of its power investment to the 
general fund of the Treasury. 

4. TVA should pay state and local taxes 
equal to the amount that a private utility doing 
the same business would pay. 

5. TVA should pay to the federal govern- 
ment a suitable percentage of its revenue in 
lieu of income taxes. 

If TVA is really a soundly conceived and 
soundly administered venture, it is difficult to 
see how these proposals can be logically op- 
posed. They certainly aren't punitive. All 
they would do is make TVA, which is a com- 
mercial enterprise, operate as other commer- 
cial enterprises in the power field must operate, 
and take it off the weary backs of the tax- 
payers. 


Nation's Leaders Take Time to Pray 


“One of the most impressive meetings I 
have ever attended was held recently in a 
downtown hotel here in Washington. It was 
attended by the President, the Vice-President, 
the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court, and 
other top government leaders. The big hall 
was filled with members of Congress,. diplo- 
mats and local business and civic leaders. Yet 
this breakfast meeting was not a social occa- 
sion. Some of the world’s most important men 
gathered together to pray to God. 

“To my mind, nothing this government could 
say or do would furnish a more effective an- 
swer to Godless communism than this simple 
act of our government leaders, coming as indi- 
viduals to seek communion with God. In its 
unostentatious way, it was a tremendous dem- 
onstration that those who have proudly accept- 
ed the crushing burden of responsibility for the 
leadership of our nation and beyond that of 
the free world. have not lost the humility be- 
fore Almighty God, and their full recognition 
of the power of prayer. ... 

“I came away deeply moved. Here is one, 
perhaps the major reason why this nation of 
ours is invincible. Men who know how to 
pray before starting another arduous day's 
work need fear no enemies. .. .” (From a news- 
letter to his constituents by Rep. John S. Gub- 
ser of California.)

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If Local Laws Observed, Should Be 
No Delay For Developers in Upland 


People who have sought to subdivide, 
build houses or make other changes in their 
property here sometimes complain about the 
difficulty of getting what they want; they ob- 
ject to the many restrictions placed upon them 
and of the time required to get their objectives 
realized. 

In some cases their objections may be jus- 
tified. 

There is a difference, however, between 
observing the present zone laws, building 
codes and land use laws, and trying to cir- 
cumvent those laws. 

If people want to get the laws changed, 
that is possible. 

If people want to build in accordance with 
the present laws, there is no reason for any 
undue delay in service and attention from of- 
ficials in the city hall. : 

People do run into delays and unsatisfac- 
tory situations when they seek to develop their 
property without respect to legally established 
regulations. , 

This is not in defense of the city employes, 
the building department or the engineering 
department. It is merely an observation that 
some developers find the local public service 
very satisfactory when all local regulations 
and legally established routine are observed. 

If people try to build contrary to the vari- 
ous restrictive laws, delays are very likely to 
be experienced. 


McCarthy OK But Methods Wrong 


Some"Joe McCarthy" is needed but it may 
not be the current Joe McCarthy. the Wiscon- 
sin senator. ‘ 

In other words, a’ serious-minded, efficient, 
hard-working investigator is needed. We 
heartily approve of the program of congress- 
ional committees investigating all phases of 
governmental activities. Some local people 
have had experience as members of a grand 
jury, an agency empowered to look into every 
act of every person on the public pay roll. 

On the national scale, such an investiga- 
tive body is needed; thus we have countless 
numbers of congressional committees. Senator 
McCarthy is head of the committee to hunt 
subversives in government. His is a very im- 
portant role in government. 

As to Mr. McCarthy's methods, that is 
something else. It is likely an investigator 
who had his mind solely on the present—and 
not on some bigger future political position— 
could do a far more constructive job. 

In other words, we approve of McCarthy 
but not of McCarthy's flamboyant methods. 


Feel Your Pulse and Be Thankful 
After You Pay Your Income Tax 


What woud actually be the effect of the 
Sixteenth amendment was probably never fore- 
cast when it was adopted in 1913. 

Everyone knows today the results of that 
amendment. We merely need to mention March 
15 and everyone is aware the sixteenth amend- 
ment concerns the power of the federal gov- 
ernment in levying an income tax. 

Proponents probably argued very plausibly, 
when the matter was before the 1913 Congress, 
that the tax would be light, would hit only the 
rich and probably would never bother at all 
the vast majority of salaried and wage-earning 
workers. 

An Upland resident observed very aptly the 
other day when he was figuring his income tax, 
“This is one of the things we must pay for the 
privilege of being Americans.” ‘ 

Taxation’ is never enjoyed by anyone be- 
cause of what it does to the purse. Perhaps 
the tug of the purse strings might be less if we 
considered the joy and pleasures of our way of 
life. In other words, we might think of the 
heart when we pay with the purse for the pri- 
vileges of living as we do in California and in 
this glorious country. 

The Sixteenth amendment may be a terrify- 
ing law when we feel our purse after March 15. 
And when we feel our pulse and we find the 
heartbeat is free, strong and happy in this joy- 
ous land. 

We complain, naturally, about the. tax bills 
—local, state and federal—but what we say 
today about these is only mild compared with 
what we would feel if we were unable to 
speak freely and openly. 

While we are glad that March 15 is passed, 
we are proud of the privilege of paying our 
share in this land of freedom and opportunity. 





Each day it becomes more and more ap- 
parent that all questions in this country must 
be settled at the bar of public opinion. If 
our laws regulating large business concerns 
provide for proper and complete publicity—so 
that the labor of a concern will know what it 
is doing, so that the stockholders will know 
what is being done and the public will have 
as much information as either—many of our 
present difficulties will disappear. In place 
of publicity being an element of weakness to a 
business concern, it will be an element of 
strength.—George Perkins.
